ROK MEDIA, NCC REACT TO KIM'S OUSTER 
ROK Reaction to U.S. Comment 
Seoul HAPTONG in English 0056 GMT 6 Oct 79 SK 


[Text] Seoul, 6 Oct (HAPTONG)--South Korea today said the expulsion of 
opposition leader Kim Yong-sam from the National Assembly was consistent 
with our continuing efforts toward building a healthier democracy in this 
country. 


Rep Chong Chae-ho, official spokesman of the government floor fraternity 
Yujong-hoe was commenting on the U.S. State Department's expressed regret 
over the expulsion and rejected the official U.S. reaction as “careless." 


The spokesman added that it would be wrong to say that South Korea was 
less enthusiastic about democracy than the United States. 


The U.S. State Department spokesman Hodding Carter said Thursday, the 
United States Government "deeply regrets" Kim's expulsion and that the 
action was inconsistent with the principles of a democratic government. 


Earlier, the U.S. Government has urged restraints by both the Seoul 
government and the South Korean opposition leader following a political 
uproar here over Kim's interview remark to the NEW YORK TIMES in which 
he called for an overt U.S. intervention to bring about improvements in 
the political situation in Korea.

[Text] All indications are that the hardened bipartisan relations will 
make it difficult to remedy injuries seriously inflicted upon them, 
making unilateral operation of the current regular house sitting by 

the ruling camp unavoidable. 














The firm decision of the opposition New Democratic Party to boycott the 
assembly session indefinitely in retaliation against the ouster of its 
president Kim Yong-sam from parliament puts an enormous burden on the 
rival parties in grappling with the aftermath of the expulsion. 


In an apparent attempt to minimize the spillover effects of the action 
that has stripped a lawmaker, particularly an opposition leader, of his 
parliamentary membership for the first time in the nation's 30-year 
assembly history, the ruling camp has taken a wait-and-see position desir- 
ing to have a cooling-off period, declaring a recess of the session until 
October 15. 


However, so uncertain is the political climate that normalization of the 
actually paralyzed assembly function in accordance with the agreed time- 
table between the conflicting parties is unlikely. 


Besides relations between the ruling Democratic Republican Party, its 
fraternal Yujong-hoe, and the opposition NDP which has gone down the 
drain, the expulsion of Kim caused the United States Government to 
summon Ambassador William Gleysteen to Washington yesterday to consult 
on Korean political affairs with his home government. 


Terming the ouster of Kim as running counter to democratic principles, 

the U.S. expressed its regret for the action in a comment, which was 
immediately refuted by the ruling parties, which said it reflected legiti- 
mate efforts to secure parliamentary politics in a healthier fashion. 


The Foreign Ministry, at the same time, responded to the U.S. comment and 
emphasized that the expulsion of Kim from parliament had nothing to do 
with the administration and accordingly the comment resulted from a U.S. 
misunderstanding, but it revealed diplomatic efforts would be made to 
have the U.S. perceive fully the ouster action by the Korean assembly. 


The U.S. Government, in its September 18 comment, said it hoped that the 
Korean Government would not arrest Kim, while calling on him not to goad 
the Korean Government through inflammatory rhetoric, urging them to exer- 
cise self-restraint mutually. 


In a campaign to convince the people that the expulsion of the ill-fated 
Kim was inevitable, the ruling camp plans to intensify its publicity 
activities across the country as against the NDP's struggle scheme out- 
side parliament, drawing all the dissidents to its side. 


Formation of an alliance between the pro-Kim faction and his adversaries 
to cope with the result of the parliamentary action would be hard despite 
their “temporary unity" shown in their desperate move to discourage the 
ruling camp from handling the motion for disciplinary action solely in 

15 minutes. 














The party will open a general caucus of its lawmakers Monday to draw up 
its future policy lines and examine the failure of the floor leaders' 
team in commanding operations for prevention of the punishment. Reali- 
zation of the program of court-designated Acting President Rep Chong 
Un-kap, no matter what advantages he may get from the loss of Kim's 
foothold on the floor, to settle the party dispute on his own terms 
which calls for convocation of the special national convention at an 
early date, will not be easy in view of the current mood dominating the 
NDP. 





In a positive move to consolidate the pro-Kim forces, some mainstreamers 
urged the NDP legislators to tender en masse resignations from parliamen- 
tary membership, whereas their rivals raised an objection to such an 
extreme step, taking the boycott of the house sitting as the most appro- 
priate reprisal against the ruling camp. 


Monday's meeting will deal with the resignation issue again, taking note 
of the NDP's lawmakers’ resolution adopted in a previous general caucus 
to share the fortune of the NDP president in any circumstance. 


NCC's Reaction

(NCC) today expressed its concern at the October 4 expulsion of opposi- 
tion New Democratic Party President Kim Yong-sam from the National Assem- 
bly, calling the parliamentary action "illegal." 


The council's objection to Kim's ouster was made public in a special 
statement which described the expulsion as an unhappy incident not only 
for the opposition leader himself but also for others who wanted to see 
democracy flourish in Korea. 


The council advised both the ruling and opposition parties to be fair and 
honest to what they have been entrusted with by the voters by sinking 
[as received] their partisan differences for the sake of a national con- 
sensus to tide over various problems besetting the country.

[Editorial: "NDP Lawmakers’ Resignation" ] 


[Text] The tendering of resignations en masse by the lawmakers of the 
opposition New Democratic Party (NDP) to the National Assembly yesterday 
has to be viewed as an impolitic and undesirable action in light of its 
destabilizing effect on the essential function of our legislature in 











particular and the internal political situation in general. The NDP 
legislators stated that they were resigning in protest against the expul- 
sion of their party leader, Kim Yong-sam, from the assembly. The law- 
makers of the ruling Democratic Republican Party and its sister group 
Yujong-hoe voted 10 days ago to evict the opposition leader on grounds 
that a series of this recent public statements conflicted inexcusably with 
the constitutional order and the safety of the state. 


Under the National Assembly law, the resignation of a lawmaker will not be 
valid unless it is accepted by the speaker during a House recess or endorsed 
in a secret ballot by a majority of the assembly membership when the legis- 
lature is in session. The ruling camp is highly unlikely to accept the 
resignation in view of the unfavorable implications of such resignation for 
the political stability of the nation. Leaders of the ruling party indi- 
cated on several occasions that their party's basic stance is that legis- 
lative bills and other state affairs should be deliberated jointly by 

the lawmakers from the ruling and opposition parties to reflect opinions 

of the broad spectrum of people. 


Accordingly, it is to be expected that the legislators of the ruling camp 
will not take any action that can in effect eliminate the opposition force 
from the iegislature. By the same token, it is conceivable that this 
expectation or assumption may have been a significant factor in inducing 

the NDP legislators to decide on the resignation en masse in such an in- 
advisable manner. If the assumption that resignations would be rejected 

by the majority group in parliament was really a factor behind the NDP 
lawmakers’ decision, it can be argued that the chances of the opposition- 
ists returning to the House floor upon rejection of their resignations would 
increase depending on conciliatory gestures by the ruling camp. 


At any rate, the resignation of the opposition assemblymen has brought to 

a climax the confrontational relationship between the ruling and opposi- 
tion parties. To tide over this climax and sustain the political stability 
is a pressing proposition for all politicians, regardless of their affilia- 
tion, who should be concerned with the security of their nation in a 

broad context. The reality of our nation, as exposed to the undiminishing 
real threat of aggression and subversion from communist North Korea on 

top of complex and severe external economic challenges, calls for the 
constant sustenance of stability in all areas of our national life to 

focus national endeavors on the paramount objectives of security and eco- 
nomic development. 


The confrontation between the ruling and opposition parties will prove 
more inimical to the stability if the oppositionists take their political 


strur,ie to the street. Thus, the leaders of both the ruling and opposi- 
tion parties have to join hands to solve the current political impasse 
and |. ring their differences to the constitutionally provided forum, the 





touse floor, to be ironed out or resolved in a manner that will be conso- 
nant with the interest of our country. Emotional reactions of the NDP 











lawmakers to the eviction of their party leader from the House chamber 
are understandable, but it is irrational and irresponsible of them to 
arbitrarily abandon the mandate of legislatorship given them by the 
voters who elected them. The reality of our nation demands that they 
bring themselves to reason and return to the House floor in discreet 


action disapproving of any let up or hindrance in the nation's endeavor

RULING CAMP TO RESUME ASSEMBLY WORK WITHOUT NDP 
Seoul HAPTONG in English 0120 GMT 11 Oct 79 SK 


[Text] Secul, 11 Oct (HAPTONG)--The ruling camp has reportedly decided 


to go ahead with the National Assembly session without waiting for the 
participation of the opposition “ew Democratic Party when the plenary 
assembly meeting resumes on Octchber 16. 


The Democratic Republican Party (DRP) and its sister floor group Yujong- 
hoe had pianned to extend the current recess until about the end of 
October to give the New Democrats enough time to recover themselves 

trom the shock received from the parliamentary sanction against their 
head Kim Yong-sam and to return to the assembly floor. 


Following the expulsion by the ruling bloc on October 4 of NDP President 
Kim Yong-sam, the opposition party has boycotted the parliamentary session 
in protest against the ruling comp's disciplinary measure against its 
leader. 


The majority camp adjourned the session until October 15 right after 
ousting Kim for his series of anti-nat/onal and anti-constitutional remarks 
since May 30 when he was elected as the party head succeeding Yi Chol-sung. 


The DRP in a meeting presided over by Acting Chairman Pak Chun-kyu, and 

attended by four other top party officials today, reportedly decided on 

the unilateral opevation of the assembly, reversing its earlier position 
to wait and see until the minority party patches up its feud. 


The apparent reversal was presumed to have been prompted by the ruling 
camp's irritation over the NDP lawmakers move to renounce their assembly 
membership en masse. 


The ruling bloc was expected to proceed with the assembly meeting alone 
unless the New Democrats returned to the parliament when its current 
recess is over on October 16.

JAPANESE PAPERS ON NDP RESIGNATION--Tokyo, 12 Oct (HAPTONG)--Major 
Japanese dailies today showed keen interest in South Korea's political 
developments by giving a prominent coverage of the decision of opposi- 
tion New Democratic Party to give up their parliamentary seats in protest 
against the expulsion of their leader Kim Yong-sam from the National 
Assembly. The ASAHI, YOMIURI and !{AINICHI all played up the story as a 
top item in their frontpages or a four column piece, reporting that 
Friday's New Democrats' decision was giving a strong shock at home and 
abroad. The papers, however, said the decision reached during Friday's 
session of party seniors was essentially a face-saving device and hence, 
there is little possibility of the resignations being accepted by the 
National Assembly where the ruling camp controls more than two-thirds of 
the entire House membership of 230. The papers were referring to the 
parliamentary rule prescribing that the resignation of a parliamentary 
member requires the presence of a majority of the entire parliamentary 
membership and approval of a majority of those present, when the National 
Assembly is in session.

CATHOLIC PRIEST CONVICTED--Taegu, Korea, 15 Oct (HAPTONG)--The Taegu 
District Criminal Court today convicted a Korean Roman Catholic under 

the presidential decree No 9 and sentenced him to two years in jail with 
his citizenship suspended for the same period. The prosecution had 
demanded three years of imprisonment for the defendant, Oh Won-chun, 31, 
who was brought to trial last July for having allegedly spread false 
rumour that he had been kidnapped and tortured by government agents for 
his participation in Catholic movement among farmers. Oh, a farmer him- 
self, has been active in the movement as a member of the Catholic Farmers 
Association in the Andong Diocese headed by the Most Rev Dupont, a French 
prelate. The court, handing down the prison term, ruled that Oh's spread 
of such false rumours constituted a breach of the decree which forbids 
political dissent as well as any act of disparaging the government or the 
constitution. It was mt immediately known whether the defense lawyers who 
boycotted the sentencing session today after their demand for a thorough 
examination of the case was rejected would appeal to a higher court.

NDP LEADER'S SECRETARY INDICTED--Seoul, 4 Oct (HAPTONG)--Opposition 
leader Kim Yong-sam's Chief Secretary Kim Tok-yong was indicted Wednes- 
day by the prosecution on a charge of breaking the 1975 Presidential 
Fmergency Decree No 9 banning political dissent. Kim, 38, had been put 
under police detention since August 27 for printing and distributing a 
comprehensive report on the so-called Y. H. incident, which contains 
passages that conflict with the emergency decree. He is the second person 
among the confidants of the legally disabled president of the New Demo- 
cratic Party who have been arrested and indicated on charges of violating 
the decree since the opposition leader made a comeback to the top NDP post 
on May 30. Former lawmaker Mun Pu-sik and chief editor of the Democratic 
Front, the NDP's organ, was arrested and indicted in August.

KOCO TO SHIFT SOURCE OF CRUDE IMPORTS TO KUWAIT 
Seoul HAPTONG in English 0818 GMT 16 Oct 79 SK 


[Text] Seoul, 16 Oct (HAPTONG)--The Korea Oil Corporation (KOCO), a joint 
venture with Gulf Oil of the United States, will shift its import source 

of crude oil to Kuwait beginning early next year, it was learned at the 
Energy-Resources Ministry today. Ministry sources said that working-level 
negotiations are under way between South Korea and Kuwait on Kuwaiti 
capital involvement in KOCO and KOCO's plan to directly import crude oil 
from Kuwait on a long-term basis. 


If the negotiations go well, tne Kuwaiti oil minister will be invited to 
come to Korea within this year for the conclusion of a contract, the 
sources said. 


The management right of KOCO is now held by Gulf Oil, but KOCO is expected 
to take over the management right from Gulf within this year, the sources 
said. Under the management contract signed between KOCO and Gulf Oil, 
when Gulf's net profits reach 37.5 million dollars or the equivalent of 
150 percent of Gulf's investment of 24,450,000 dollars in KOCO, the U.S. 
oil firm is obliged to turn over the management right to the Korean side 
by selling a half of its 50 percent share in KOCO, the sources explained. 
[as received] Two separate occasions, it is almost certain that Gulf's 
net profits will surpass the 37.5 million dollar mark by the end of this 
year, the sources said. 


In an attempt to ensure the smooth supply of crude oil after its take-over 
of the management right, KOCO plans to sell to Kuwait the 25 percent share 
to be disposed of by Gulf, the sources said. 


By encouraging Kuwaiti capital investment, KOCO plans to import directly 
from Kuwait 150,000 barrels of crude oil per day on an average beginning 
early next year, the sources said. A long-term crude oil supply contract 
signed with Gulf Oil is expected to expire by early next year. 


When Kuwaiti capital investment is made, the share holdings will be changed 
to 50 percent by KOCO, 25 percent by Gulf and 25 percent by Kuwait, they 
added.

ROK OIL REFINERIES--Seoul, 15 Oct (HAPTONG)--The daily cil refining capa- 
city of the three oil firms in Korea will be expanded from the present 
570,000 barrels to 970,000 barrels in the future, it was learned at the 
Economic Planning Board (EPB) today. The three oil firms are the Korea 
Oil Corporation (KOCO), Honam Oil Refinery Company and Kyong-in Energy 
Company, which are joint ventures with Gulf Oil, Caltex and Union Oil 

of the United States, respectively. As an initial step, the government 
has decided to allow the Honam Oil Refinery Company to obtain from its 
U.S. partner a loan needed for the expansion of its oil refinery, EPS 
sources said. Honam Oil plans to expand the daily refining capacity of 
its oil refinery at Yosu on the south coast from the current 230,000 
barrels to 380,000 barrels with additional investment and a loan from 
Caltex, the sources said. The two other oil firms will be permitted by 
the government to expand their daily refining capacity, the sources said. 
KOCO intends to increase the daily refining capacity of its oil refinery 
at Ulsan on the southeast coast from 280,000 barrels to 430,000 barrels, 
while Kyong-in Energy hopes to expand the daily refining capacity of its 
oil refinery at Inchon from 60,000 barrels to 160,000 barrels, the source 
added.

1980 CRUDE OIL IMPORT--Informed government sources said yesterday tne na- 
tion's crude oil imports next year would have to increase by at least 

16 percent over this year, indicating that total demand in the country 
next year would stand at about 228 million barrels. They also said that 
this year's scheduled oil imports of 196.6 million barrels for the produc- 
tion of 192 million barrels of petroleum derivatives would not permit the 
country's three refineries to put aside any supplies for storage. To meet 
the increasing demand for petroleum products, the government will strength- 
en ties with Saudi Arabia, Iran and Kuwait for the proposed direct imports 
of crude on a government-to-government basis, according to them. They 
also said the nation's total refinery capacity, even if the 60,000 barrel- 
per-day Korea-Iran Oil Refinery was completed around the end of this year 
as scheduled, would not be able to meet the growing demand for petroleum 
products. They revealed a total of 22 million barrels of oil would have 
to be imported in the form of oil derivatives next year. The construction 
of the nation's fifth oil refinery has been delayed by belated selection 
of the appropriate local firm. The Hyundai International Company's 
pianned establishment of a Korea-Indonesia Oil Refinery in Dumai, Indo- 
nesia, will require some more time before it can supply low-sulphur oil

CHURCH LEADERS DISCUSS TODAY'S KOREAN SOCIETY, CHRISTIANI7™Y 
Seoul CHOSON ILBO in English 5 Sep 79 p 3, Seoul U.S. Embassy Translation 


[Excerpts from a panel discussion with clergymen, moderated by Sonu Hwi, 
editor-in-chief of the CHOSON ILBO, and edited by Yi Chun-u, assistant 
director of the Cultural Desk. Attending the discussion were Rev Kim 
Kwan-sok, secretary-general of NCC; Rev Kim Chong-tae, chairman of the 
Social Affairs Committee, Presbyterian Church of the Republic of Korea; 
Rev Kim Chi-kil, chairman of the Missionary Conmittee, Methodist Church 
of Korea; and Rev Kim Hyong-t'ae, member of NCC Urban Industrial Evan- 
gelist Mission Committee, in charge of Yondong Church. ] 


Sonu: Today, there are various difficult problems found in our society. 
The difficulties are exacerbated by confrontation and antagonism. The 
most serious problem lies in that individual persons and organizations 
alike attack each other over false images, while failing to see the real 
image of the other party. 


The same goes even in the case of Christianity.....More surprising is the 
fact that there are so many Christian followers in this country. You can 
find laymen anywhere and in any walks of life--in the government déepart- 
ments and offices and social organizations, and so forth. 


If those Christians in the government, social and economic organizations 
cooperate with each other, I think it possible to expect that a social 
accommodation can be easily realized....In this sense, the future direc- 
tion of Christianity may well be considered to determine the future of 
our society. I hope that you will give your opinions on wide-ranging 
problems to the people. 


Kim Chong-tae: As the editor-in-chief suggested, we have too many people 
who cling to false images. We must strive to grasp the real images as 
promptly as possible. To this end, we must all be truthful....The recent 
series of controversies have grown increasingly serious since they were 
reported and talked about even before the truth was uncovered. 
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The Korean churches will come to observe their centennial anniversary in 
1984. The Christian strength is expected to grow to 10 million followers 
in 30,000 churches by then. 


On the recent controversies, there is also a conflict of views even 
within the churches. So, I think that a consensus will be realized at 
the Level of church assemblies and the NCC. All our churches must be 
united. Only then can they work for the people and for this society. 
Church leaders must lead the efforts to have the churches united. 


Kim Chi-kil: As Rev Kim just said, 1 think that our churches will be 
united as one. Our past history tells us so. Due to the Y.H. incident, 
the religious and politicai circles have been thrown into confusion. 
Somebody must hold the rudder. We all feel that the press should take 
charge of doing this work. 


The situation may not have been exacerbated so much had any political 
party or any other agency capable of extending its help dealt with the 
Y.H. incident properly. But such agencies only gave the impression 
that they were bent on passing the buck to others, while doing nothing 
about what they should do. This has bred wrath and complaint among 
churches. 


The Urban Industrial Evangelist Mission (UIM) at issue has its church 
background. It was initiated by the assemblies of churches; and its 
movement has been developed with the support of theological background. 
The churches were infuriated to a considerable dégree by the talks, judg- 
ing the mission as a “communist-inclined" body or an impure organization 
for that it employs "communist-like tactics." 


In order to ensure industrial peace and cooperation between the labor 
and management, the churches place emphasis on the industrial evangelist 
mission. ‘Today, the Communist Party has expanded its strength in France, 
a Catholic nation. In Ethiopia too, the churches were driven out from 
the country by the leftist junta forces. Because the churches in those 
countries had failed to keep step with the working masses; and rather, 
they dashed toward their aggrandizement by relying on those in power. 





In view of such historical background, the industrial mission is one that 
churches must fulfill. Only when it is carried out successfully, can we 
block communism and develop the nation well. John Wesley, the founder of 
Methodism, entered factory areas and carried out missionary work among 
workers, thus helping to smoothly carry out the Industrial Revolution in 
England. Such a historical fact proves that the industrial mission has 
made its great contributions to social development. 


Taking this opportunity, I wish to suggest that any biased reportage on 
the industrial mission which damages the image of the churches as a whole 
must be put to an end immediately. 
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Sonu: We also tried to study the question about “impure organizations." 
The government says that it has never labeled the UIM an impure organi- 
zation. In fact, as far as we could confirm it, the government has not. 
Such talk was reported at a certain political party. But that party also 
said that it did not formally describe the UIM that way. It seems that 

a certain person's private view has been misrepresented in a distorted 
way by the TV and newspapers. 


When you trace back the behavior of the UIM, you will find that there were 
some fierce acts. It was true that the UIM aroused the hatred of its 
opponents after excessively siding with and loving only a certain group 

of people. 


Because of our experience in the Korea war, our people generally seem to 
feel the terror of communists. It is true that our people are apt to 
mistake any extreme acts of the UIM for “subversive” acts. Recently, the 
minister of culture and public information made clear that the government 
has never ruled the UIM an impure force. 


Kim Kwan-sok: Of late, the press has often warned that clergymen may 

fall into the habit of self-importance if they should continue to make their 
"too primitive" assertions. In this respect, I always think that the churches 
should reflect themselves, with humbleness, on this point and participate 

in the reality. 


If one should be bent on finding others’ fault, while putting aside his own 
f. ult, it is nothing but an expression of his self-importance and can in 

no way be a criticism. In this respect, though we are clergymen, I think 
that we should be ready to be criticized by the people and rectify our own 
fault, if any. We can find several problems if we look back upon the 
reality in such a humble attitude. 


First, we are apt to show nervous reactions, largely because of a short- 
tempered character. Some use the terms “impure organizations" or "out- 
side forces," while others would call the Federation of Korean Trade Unions 
a "government-appointed" body or a group of "workers-turned-peers." I 
think that we can criticize the other party without using such expressions. 


In its early days, the UIM had maintained a very close relationship with 
the FKTU up to the 1960's. A split in their relations began to appear 
shortly after the promulgation of the Extraordinary Measures Law on 
National Security and Defense in the early 1970's. 


I think that it is going too far for the FKTU to brand the UIM people as 
members of an impure organization. Following the enactment of that law, 
the FKTU began to have less and less "devices" to accommodate various 
grievances of workers; and it turned increasingly bureaucratic along with 
the expansion of its organizations. For workers, they found that their 
problems could not be solved in the labor unions; so, they came to find 
their way into the churches. 
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But I would not look at svch problems in a pessimistic way. Because our 
people have come to have well-matured standards and powers of judgment. 
When such a temporary misunderstanding is resolved, I think that it will 
mark a good momentum for setfling all other problems fairly. 


But Gt mast be made clear that in the recent itncidents, the people respon- 
sible, whoever they might be, should assume that responsibility. So, there 
must be a constructive opinion on how they should be held responsible and 
how the matters can be straightened out. 


Kim Hyong-t'ae: In this country, the principle of separation of political 
matters from economic matters should be interpreted in a way signifying 
cooperation with each other from a national viewpoint. In an international 
society, no country can exist alone by being isolated from others. For 

the same reason, it is extremely difficult for churches to remain separated 
from politics. In today's society, the state itself cannot remain aloof 
from religion. 


Therefore, from the viewpoint of the churches, they are constrained to 
interpret the realm of their missionary work as covering the political, 
cultural, social, economic, industrial and all other fields of the nation. 


Sonu: When I met some government people, I asked a question as to what 
the government thinks of religion, and how it deals with religious faith. 
The authority quickly questioned back, saying, "When did the government 
ever ban the people from believing in Jesus Christ?" I agreed with him. 


Next, I asked about the churches’ participation in the social reality. 
The answer was that there are Christians found in all walks of life, not 
alone government departments; and if they demonstrate their Christian 
spirit to the utmost level in their offices and work places, it will 
suffice and be all right. He said that he did not think it agreeable 
that the churches would ever meddle in politics and be deeply involved 
in social problems. 


For us now trying to bnild up a highly advanced industrialized nation, 
I think, labor-management problems should not be developed like the 
communist-style class struggles. This point, I think, is absolutely 
appealing and persuasive to the people. 


I would like you to discuss matters regarding the World Council of 
Churches (WCC). Its charter and regulations are all excellent. But 
there are some who express concern about the fact that its membership 
includes church leaders of the Soviet Union and East European communist 
countries. 





Their question is whether the clergymen in the communist nations can be 
considered to have nothing to do with the Communist Party, and whether 
it is not true that there are some who are not completely separated from 
the party. Would you please describe whether they might not be able to 
have influence over the NCC, through the WCC, and again over the UIM in 
Korea? 
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Kim Hyong-t'ae: First, I think that either the ruling party or the govern- 
ment should not be embroiled into a doctrinal dispute among our churches. 
Because I think it not wise on the part of the government. This contro- 
versy over unilaterally condemning the WCC as being "comnunist-inclined” 
and promoting a modern theology had flared up, long before there were 

labor disputes, in some specific Christian sects. The ruling party and 
government authorities, I think, should stand aloof from such religious 
doctrinal disputes and remain neutral. 





Secondly, the question is why the UIM issue has turned out to be so 
complicated. In our view, the ruling party and the government are too 
worried about the UIM, even more than the churches. As we understand it, 
the number of priests actually engaged in the industrial evangelist mission 
throughout the country is less than 20. 


Those businessmen with tens of billion won worth of property claim that 
they have become bankrupt because of the UIM, which is run by such a 
small number of clergymen and with a lack of budget funds. Doesn't this 
mean that something must be wrong about it? 


To say it in an extreme way, it must be because the UIM has a very strong 
power while being supported by some outside forces, or because the very 
problem lies in those businessmen themselves. One of these two must be 
the answer. 


Kim Kwan-sok: I would like to tell you something about the WCC. It was 
in 1948 that the WCC was organized for the first time. Its activities, 
called an ecumenical movement, date back as far as to 1910. 


Following the end of World War II, the UIM was formally inaugurated in 
Amsterdam, Netherlands. Korean churches are closely related to such a 
movement of world churches. Seniors and elders of our churches had par- 
ticipated in the movement even before the formal inauguration of it. 
They have been even more deeply involved in the movement after its 
inauguration. 


Ever since its foundation in 1948, the WCC has become the target of criti- 
cism on the question of its tolerance of communism. Because it declared 
that its basic spirit lies in achieving the salvation of all mankind, 
transcending the barriers of the cold war between the East and West. 

Under this principle, the WCC set its policy of conducting missionary 

work without regard to one's political ideology, nationality, and race. 
So, there is no reason that it could be agreeable to the people in 
political circles. The first criticism against it came from conservatives 
in the U.S. The dispute over its traits of tolerating communism began at 
that time. 


Immediately after the outbreak of the Korean war in 1950, the WCC con- 
vened its Central Committee meeting and denounced North Korea as the 
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aggressor. For this incident, the PRC churches withdrew from the WCC. 

In such a way, the WCC has a double-faced nature. Its stance is to main- 
tain peace in Jesus Christ through mutual friendship and goodwill, trans- 
cending any political ideals. For this reason, it has become the target 
of criticisms and suspicion by both sides. 


Moreover, the WCC is also participated in by the Greek Orthodox churches 
of the Soviet Union and church leaders of the East European bloc. For 
this, it is often suspected of being “communist-inclined." But it must 
be made clear that the church leaders from the communist bloc nations bear 
no financial burden--not a penny. 


When they come to the WCC, they are instructed to stick to the principle 
of separation of political matters from religious ones. They are prohi- 
bited from discussing any political matters at any WCC conference, because 
they make a pledge before leaving their home countries. Ia this respect, 
it is a great mistake to label the WCC as "“communist-inclined." 


[t must be noted that since the 1960's, the church forces of the Third 
World have made their inroads at the WCC to a considerable degree. 
Within churches, something similar to the nonalined nation movement has 
appeared. Representatives of some countries close to the Soviet Union 
often make radical remarks. But even in this case, it is very difficult 
to discern whether such remarks are the words of communists or not. 


Korean churches participating in the WCC are in a difficult position from 
various viewpoints, because we have a deeply-rooted challenge against. 
communism that we learned and felt to our bones during the Korean war. For 
this, when an ideological issue is brought up, the churches would hold 

back from the debate. 


The nation’s theologians and clergymen have grown up so much as to accom- 
modate and digest such international situations and disuss them in a way 
suiting our reality. 


Sonu: As Rev Kim Hyong-t'ae just described, it is true that those in the 


management have many problems. Their burdens, of course, have kept 
growing on account of exports and reinvestment ard so forth.

ROK, PRC SHOW INTEREST IN FURTHERING ECONOMIC RELATIONS 
Editorial on Cooperation with PRC 
Seoul TONGA ILBO in Korean 11 Sep 79 p 4, Seoul U.S. Embassy Translation 


[Summary] At the recent expanded meeting for trade promotion, the Ministry 

of Foreign Affairs has disclosed the basic goal of the government's diplomacy 
on energy resources. In its briefing, the Ministry said that a plan is now 
under study to import energy resources from some specific countries, 
including the PRC, through firms of third countries. 


In view of the development stage and the structure of available resources, 

Korea and the PRC are in mutual supplementary relations, rather than competitive. 
There is ample room for promoting a cooperative relationship between the two 
countries. This is so particularly in relation to resources. 


The nation needs to secure steady supply sources for oil and coal, and to 
import such energy resources from multilateral sources. Such needs may 
possibly meet the PRC's sales terms. In addition, in supplying foreign 
exchange the PRC needs, Korea's purchasing power will be contributing very 
much in substance. For political reasons, the PRC supplies some of its 
resources to Southeast Asian nations and north Korea. But there are 
frictions over Peking's earning of foreign exchange. 


The problem lies in that the political and diplomatic relations in which 
our trade has to be conducted with the PRC through a third country can be a 
major obstacle. But if the two nations agree in definite terms to the 
principle of rendering substantive cooperation with ecch other, it will be 
unnecessary to stick to formalities. Because in our view, there are enough 
ways and means to satisfy the desires of both countries through trade. 


Reports say that the PRC has a plan to establish its free export zones near 
Macao and Hong Kong. Some hold the view that this PRC's plan will be a 
threat to our exports of sewn goods and other sundry goods. But our economy 
must slough away the stage of competing with the PRC in the export of such 
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low-grade goods. Rather, we must seek some ways to resolutely make inroads 
into the PRC's free export zones, and help the PRC in its efforts to earn 
foreigu e-change. 


Furthermore, we may also furnish information and data on our development 
experiences in the Masan and Ulsan free export zones forthrightly. Such a 
posture of rendering cooperation, by transcrading ideologies, in the PRC's 
economic development and elimination of poverty will provide a good chance 
for improving the *:lationship between the two naiions. 


Chinese Views Through Hong Kong Businessman 
Tokyo THE L.ONG-IL ILBO in Japanese 11 Sep 79 p l 


[Summary] In an interview with the major Hong Kong newsvaper, an overseas 
Chinese businessman in Hong Kong stated on 5 Septembex that the PRC seeks 
to have direct trade with South Korea, but out of consideration for North 
Korea, it cannot. 


This was what the Chinese leaders told him when he discussed recently his 
own investment problems in China with them; he further added that the Chinese 
leaders have shown considerab.e interest in the South Korean economic growth. 


The Chinese economic officials see Hong Kong economic development as a model 
and are studying it as a test-case for the Chinese econonic development 
plan. The impression he received from the Chinese officials was that it 
would be difficult for China to openly trade with South Korea because it 
must consider North Korea, but there would be no problem with trade con- 
ducted through third nations. 


The PRC is pushing forward its modernization plan and is at the same time 
setting forth a policy to trade with any country.

ROK, AUSTRALIA AGREE ON ECONOMIC COOPERATION 
Joint Resource Committee 
Seoul HAPTONG in English 0118 GMT 13 Oct 79 SK 


[Text] Seoul, 13 Oct (HAPTONG)--South Korea and Australia have agreed 

to establish a joint resources committee in an effort to promote trade 
expansion of mineral resources between the two countries. The agreement 
was reached Friday in Seoul between Energy-Resources Minister Chang Ye-chun 
and visiting Australian Deputy Prime Minister for Trade and Resources 

J. D. Anthony. 


At the Chang-Anthony meeting, the Korean side also agreed to dispatch a 
Korean coal survey mission to Australia within this year. The two minis- 
ters exchanged views on the joint development of major resources such as 
soft coal and uranium in Australia. The Australian minister has pledged 
to extend full support to the joint development projects of soft coal and 
uranium now being promoted by four Korean firms including the Pohang Iron 
and Steel Company (Posco) and Daewoo Industrial Company. 


The Australian minister has also promised to give due consideration to an 
application filed by Samsung Company of Korea for a joint venture to 
develop uranium in Australia. 


The two ministers agreed to strengthen mutual cooperation in trade expansion 
and joint development of Australia, lead, zinc, copper, iron, manganese 
ores, bauxite and liquefied natural gas (LNG). 


Minister Chang asked the Australian side to increase the supply of 
Australian soft coal needed for thermal power plants in Korea, and the 
Australian minister has promised to study the Korean request in earnest. 


The Australian minister has further pledged to study as early as possible 
a Korean proposal for the conclusion of a double taxation prevention 
agreement. 
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Expansion of Trade

[Text] Seoul, 16 Oct (HAPTONG)--South Korea and Australia have agreed to 
exert their efforts for expanded trade and economic cooperation between 
them. The agreement was contained in a joint communique issued at the 
close of the four-day Korea-Australia trade ministers conference Monday. 





The four-day meeting was attended by an 1ll-man Korean delegation led by 
Commerce-Industry Minister Choe Gak-kyu and an eight-man Australian team 
headed by J. D. Anthony, deputy premier-minister for trade and resources. 


Both sides agreed to keep on reviewing ways of improving the growing bi- 
lateral trade imbalance in disfavor of Korea and to take joint steps to 
ensure a stable supply of Australian raw materials to Korea in the future, 
the joint statement said. 


The two countries agreed to work out mutually beneficial arrangements through 
closer cooperation between the two countries in the field of construction 
projects, including projects in third countries, it said. Both sides 

also agreed to promote mutual cooperation between the private sectors of 

the two countries for the development of natural resources including uran- 
ium in Australia and facilitate Australian direct investment in Korea, it 
said. 


Both sides further agreed to study the possibility of increasing the 
level of raw materials processing in Australia to the mutual benefit of 
both countries, and for this purpose, they agreed to set up a joint study 
group composed of Australian and Korean government officials, it said. 
Both sides also agreed to recommend to their respective governments that 
efforts be made to conclude a double taxation prevention agreement, an 
investment guarantee agreement and an aviation accord, it said. 


Both delegations shared the view that a regular shipping liner service 
between Korea and Australia should be inaugurated inorder to facilitate 
the ever-growing bilateral trade, and agreed to encourage their respec- 
tive shipping companies to continue their consultations toward that end, 
it said. 


Meanwhile, Australian Deputy Premier-Minister for Trade and Resources J. D. 
Anthony said Monday at the Seoul Correspondents Club that South Korea is 
negotiating with Australia to import liquefied natural gas (LPG) from 
Australia, adding that the r2gotiations will be completed next year. 


Disclosing that the Korean Government has asked Australia to supply its 
uvo° lum to Korea on a long-term basis, the Australian minister said that 
Australia is ready to accept favorably the Korean request. 


Revealing that Australia could supply 60 percent of Korea's needs of coal 
and 40 percent of Korea's demand for iron ore, he added that his govern- 
ment would extend its full support for Korea's bid to import coal, iron ore, 
lead, zinc and copper. 22

ROK-SAUDI ARABIA-KUWAIT ECONOMIC AGREEMENT--Seoul, 15 Oct (HAPTONG)--

(Text] Since Mao Zedong disappeared three years ago, there have been 
noticeable changes in all fields in communist China. In the post-Mzao 
era, the Hua Guofeng-Deng Xiaoping leadership has adopted a new policy 
of pursuing substantial interests and modernization. 


In line with this, the Beijing authorities have been carrying out gradual 
but broad reforms in domestic affairs while seeking better relations with 
the West with an open-door policy. 


To become the first-ever Chinese Party chairman to take a first-hand look 
at the noncommunist world, Hua embarks on an official visit to four 
Western European countries--France, West Germany, Britain and Italy. The 
scheduled trip for Hua, who is also premier, is regarded to be part or the 
Beijing leaders’ continuing efforts to mold the communist giant into a 
political and economic big power by the end of this century. 


This week's overseas tour is the third for Hua since he was elevated to 
the summit of the party and government hierarchy. He visited North Korea 
in spring last year and Romania, Yugoslavia and Iran in the summer the 
Same year. The countries he set foot on last were communist bloc states 
and a nation neighboring the Soviet Union. But this time, he himself 
knocks at the heart of the Western camp. He is also scheduled to go to 
the United States next year. 


Hua has said his visit is designed to obtain necessary data for the 
Chinese modernization program through a first-hand inspection of economic, 
scientific and technical progress in developed Western European industries. 


Prior to his departure from Beijing Friday, the party chairman and 
premier also said he would conclude agreements with the Western countries 
t» i: crease cultural and scientific exchanges and promote mutual trade. 
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As already suggested by his public statements, Hua's mission is aimed 
to helping realize modernization as well as work out an anti-Moscow line 
by way of promoting cooperation with the four Western nations and even 
with the European community. 


With the normalization of diplomatic relations and signing of a peace 
and friendship treaty, Beijing has been honeymooning with Washington 
and Tokyo. So China, in contact with West Europe, sees the formation 
of a "three-way" alliance. 


As for China's ambitious modermization program, which needs an estimated 
$300 billion, the communist mainland clings to the necessity of attract- 
ing capital investment and importing technical know-how from advanced 
Western countries. 


China, although focusing emphasis presently on economic development in 
the course of modernization, is still eager to catch up with its commun- 
ist rival, the Soviet Union, in armament. From this point of view, 
Western Europe is something else. 


Keeping in mind possible repercussions from Moscow, Washington has been 
reluctant to supply weapons, especially sophisticated ones, to Beijing 
but has overlooked arms sales by Western European countries. It is 
almost certain, therefore, that during his European tour, Hua will 
express a strong intention to purchase modern military gear from the 
European states he is going to make official visits to. 


Hua's Western European trip--whatever might be its results--could be 
interpreted as a "small movement" to make a "great leap forward" on the 
international political stage. In this sense, we are particularly con- 
cerned about the outcome of his coming overseas tour.

3 Jul 79 p 1 upper right: “Let Us Bring About a Higher Flow of Timber 
Production": States that the party has given the forestry sector the respon- 
sibility of providing an endless supply of logs and mining timber to the 
mining, extractive and transportation sectors to meet the increasing demand 
for lumber to fulfill this year's plan and the new prospective programs; 
notes that the construction and maritime transportation sectors depend on the 
forestry sector for logs and timber to meet their quotas for housing construc- 
tion and shipping and that the populace depend on lumber for furniture and 
synthetic staple fiber; explains that an epochal increase in log production 
in the forestry sector is a precondition for endless development of the 
extractive, shipbuilding, capital construction and light industries and a 
higher standard of living; calls upon the functionaries and workers in the 
forestry industry to formulate iron-clad, detailed plans for fulfilling 

their daily, weekly and monthly quotas by product to provide lumber to the 
appropriate enterprises in the national economy such as coal and ore mines, 
paper factories, etc.; calls for a heightened creative zeal and activism on 
the part of the functionaries, workers and masses for mobilizing reserves, 
bringing about conditions favorable to production and accomplishing every 
production task assigned to them; stresses increased mechanization of forestry 
operations such as forest preserves, wood procurement and transportation, 
better use of machinery, thorough maintenance and repair of equipment, 
production of spare parts, more effective use of mechanical saws, tractors, 
etc., innovative wood cutting and transportation of cut timber, establishment 
of forestry machinery repair bases, increased production of mechanized saws 
and winches, more extensive use of water to transport lumber, revolving 
deforestation, etc.; exhorts forestry guidance personnel to conduct exact 

and detailed inspections of forestland and scientific reforestation programs; 
calls upon forestry functionaries to make the necessary technical and produc- 
tion preparations in accordance with the special natural conditions of the

concentrated transportation freight cars hauled, replace light load tracks 
with heavy capacity rails, insert strong railroad ties with cement and 
concrete ties, strengthen the track beds, perform track bed gravel cleaning 
according to technical regulations, regularly inspect and repair railroad 
facilities such as bridges and tunnels and rectify steep curves and inclines;

construction; exhorts the railroad transportation sector to enlarge and 
increase in-station rail lines, handle longer and heavier freight trains;

factories and enterprises with dedicated rail lines to repair tracks, rztils, 
locomotives, freight cars and to prepare freight storage areas with loaaing 
and unloading equipment; calls for the coal and ore mines to set up marshalling 
yards for rapid and concentrated transportation of ore and coal; exhorts the 
factories and enterprises to modernize unloading and leading areas, improve 
management of consolidated work teams between stations to lessen loading, 
unloading, waiting time, running of empty cars, etc.; calls for wider use of 
radio and television throughout the railroad command and control systems.

guidance personnel to enhance their economic skills on the practical level, 
give guidance in technology, equipment management, materials provision, 
manpower organization with concentration on providing materials cutting 

and processing machinery for full production.

New Greater Victory": Notes that the gross national industrial product for 
the first half of this year was 116 percent when compared with that of the 
first half of last year thus showing a continual advance upward when 
capitalist countries are experiencing an “economic crisis" and "fuel crisis," 
demonstrating the endless dedication of party members and workers to the 
party line of socialist economic construction in conformity with the 17th 
Plenum of the Fifth Party Central Committee; notes that the functionaries 

in Administration Council Commissions and Ministries in the domains of 
electric power, mining, metallurgical industry, etc., gone among the 
producing masses, aroused their revolutionary ardor and creative know-how

as rail transport is the sector which serves all other sectors in the 
national economy, all other sectors and the whole populace have a responsi- 
bility to render assistance to transport raw materials and fuel to production 
areas, set up close ties between the national economic sectors and the 
units, regularize production at a high level, utilize hidden reserves in 
railroad transportation, use modern electric locomotives, heavy freight 
cars, specialized rolling stock, electrify branch lines, modernize command 
and control functions, automate railroad operations, produce equipment and 
materials such as steel, electric motors, transformers, cement, lumber and 
cooperative products; calls upon all functionaries and workers in factories 
and enterprises to consider railroad transportation work as their own, 

be concerned about it as a matter of course, render positive assistance,

party line on achieving a great advance in socialist construction; states

STATE OF ECONOMY--Tokyo (Haptong)--North Korea is faced with serious eco- 
nomic difficulty due to a sharp decline in the export of cements, the sole 
foreign exchange earner, following recent silo collapses that half para- 
lyzed North Korea's largest cement plant in Sunchon near Pyongyang, it 
was learned from the Japanese business circles here Saturday. Japanese 
sources close to a business group now negotiating with North Korea on the 
plant repair work, said that two of the six silos at the Sunchon plant 
had collapsed only 2 months after the plant was completed in August last 
year. The sources said that one or two of the remaining silos were also 
in danger of imminent collapse largely because of clumsy technical work, 
forcing the plant to operate at half capacity for an annual output of 
150,000 tons. Originally, the plant was designed to turn out 3 million 
tons of cement annually.

DPRK EXPORTS HUMAN POWER TO REMEDY TRADE DIFICIT 
Tokyo KITA CHOSEN KENKYU in Janpanese No 60, Jun 79 pp 81-82 


[Text] The overseas trade balance in 1977 and 1978 has been unfavorable for 
the DPRK for both years. How serious an effect this trade deficit has on 
international payments for the DPRK is already ewidenced by the problem of 
unpaid debts in trade with Japan. To solve these problems, the DPRK borrowed 
high interest Eurodollars or sold gold, in the past, but these measures 
obviously did not even begin to solve the problems. Under these cir- 
cumstances, it is not strange that export of human power is becoming 
noticeably prevalent. 


1. In the letter submitted to Kim Il-song in May 1975, the participants in 
the ground-breaking ceremony for the Al-Rukwad [phonetic] Oils Factory in 
the Third Governorate, People's Democratic Republic of Yemen, it was dis- 
closed that this factory was to be built with the phsyical and spiritual aid 
of the DPRK and it was also pointed out that many DPRK laborers were to 
engage in the construction (for original article, see page 47, issue 12 of 
this magazine). 


2. (Moscow broadcast, 15 March 1977-JRCIR) Commentator Petrov stated, "On 
4 March, the 1977-1981 DPRK-Soviet lumber agreement was concluded. Between 
the DPRK and USSR, there are cooperative relationships even within the forest 
logging field and within the vicinity of Khabarovsk, there are several 
thousand DPRK lumberjacks working." 


3. According to a paper by I. T. Novikov, deputy chairman, USSR Council of 
Ministers, a mutual fishery agreement was signed between the DPRK and USSR 
governments in June 1966, permitting both countries to stop-over in each 
other country's ports and as a result, two large fish processing mother 
boats were to be utilized by DPRK fishermen ([Various Problems of Far East] 
page 5, issue 9, 1975). (Ome of the large mother fishing vessels is called 
the "Hakutozan" and is a 10,000-ton processing ship--this research agency's 
note.) 


4. In September 1975, DPRK pilots who participated in the Middle East ~* 
and President Assad of Syria had souvenir photos taken together and the 
president expressed appreciation to the DPRK pilots. (Page 59, issue 20 
of this magazine.) 
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The abovementioned four new events are the most significant announced 
recently: through the logging project in Siberia, the DPRK is lending a 
hand in the Soviet labor shortage; contributing manpower by working on 
Soviet-owned fishing vessels; dispatching military personnel to wars engaged 
in by countries of the Middle East and Africa; and earning foreign currency 
by providing manpower to oil-producing Arab countries. Through these 
measures, the DPRK is compensating for the trade deficit. 


Futhermore, the 1978 Soviet trade deficit vis-a-vis the West exceeds 
$2 billion.
